AX ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR THE PUNISIIMEN'I 

OF CONTEMPT OF COURT. 


RE IT ENACTED by the High Commissioner of Palestine, 
willi (lie advic e of the Advisory Council thereof:- 


If any person wilfully ohslnu ls hy any act or lineal an 

oflicer of a Court in I lit * performance of his duly; or within or 

c lose lo the room or place where the Court is silting wilfully 

misbehaves in a violent-, threaten in*;, or disgraceful manner, 

lo the intimidation of suitors cm 1 others resorting thereto: or 

while the Court is silling makes a noise hy way of expressing 

approval or disapproval of any proceeding or judgment or 

in anv oilier manner; or

wilfully insults anv member of the Court, or anv assessor,

or any officer of the* Court, during his silling or attendance in 
Court, or in his going lo or returning from Court; 

the* person so acting shall be liable lo he immediately 
Apprehended hy order of the Court, and lo la* detained until the* 
rising of the Court, and on enquiry and consideration Mien and 
there, and without further trial, to la* punished with a line* of 
not more Ilian £E. A or with imprisonment for not more* than 
one* month in the discretion of the* Court.

If, while any proceedings, civil or criminal, are pending 
in any Court, any person shall publish any writing or do any act 
in reference lo such proceedings intended or calculated to 
prejudice such proceedings or lo interrupt or delay tlie course ol 
justice or to bring into contempt the Court before which such 
proceedings are pending, the Supreme Court may, upon the 
application of any party to such proceedings or of its own motion 
or on the motion of the Attorney General, summon such person 
to appear to show cause why he should not be punished for his

In ease such person as aforesaid cannot he found w 
lie jurisdiction of anv Court in Palestine, Ihe Court may make 
lu ll order of line or imprisonment as may seem just or may 
>nler that a wril of sequestration he issued a-ainsl his properly, 
'he said wril shall hind his immovable properly from the dale 
f Ihe order in Ihe same manner, and In Ihe same extent in 
very respect, as an order for sequestration in a civil adion. 


The writ of sequestration shall be directed to two or more 
persons lo be appointed by the Court for that purpose, who shall 
he commanded and empowered to enter upon all the immovable 
proper!v of the person against whom the writ shall issue, and to 
colled, lake, and -el into their hands not only the rents and 
profits of his siid immovable properly, hut also all his -oods, 
chattels, and movable piyperlv, and detain and keep 11 it* same 
under seqiteslration in llieir bands until he shall appear before 
the Court and clear his contempt, or the Court shall make other 

order to Ihe contrary. ' 


A ltd the Court may order payment on! ol tin* proceeds of 
such sequestration of all ehar-es attending the execution thereof, 
including such reasonable remuneration to Ihe persons appointed 

to carrv out Ihe same as the Court shall Ihink lit lo allow.

In all proceedings against ;my person lor disobedience, the 

Court, before whirl i such proceeililies an* taken, shall make such 

onlor as to Ihe costs Iherehy occasioned as to the Court shall
